THIRD GRADERS 
RATE WELL IN 
MENTAL TESTS 


Third graders in the Gettysburg 
public schools this year are a pretty 
bright lot. 
T h a t’s the interpretation placed 
on the results of California M ental 
M aturity tests given the 206 Third 
graders in December. Results of the 
test have just been revealed by Ele­ 
m entary Supervisor Richard A. Folk- 
enroth. 
For one thing, there are 58 “bright 
norm al” children in the grade. T hat 
represents 28 per cent of the total. 
The national average is only 16 per 
cent. The num ber of average pupils 
in the grade also is slightly above 
the 
national 
average. 
Fifty-three 
per cent, or 109 pupils, rated aver­ 
age. Nationally the figure would be 
50 per cent. 
Average “IQ" Is 105 
Only 7 per cent of the Third grad­ 
ers rated “dull norm al.” T hat ii 
to be compared to the national ave­ 
rage of 16 per cent. None was listed 
in the “borderline” category w'hera 
the national average places 6 per 
cent of all Third graders and only 
one m entally retarded youngster was 
found. 
No one in the test group made a 
score th a t would label him as “very 
superior.” Nationally the average ir 
th a t area is I per cent.

The 
teaching 
m inistry of 
the 
C hurch leads very properly to the 
mast distinctive 
function of the 
Church 
— 
preaching. 
In 
last 
w eek s 
lesson 
the 
Apostle 
Paul 
adm onished 
the 
young 
pastor, 
Tim othy, how to conduct him self 
as 
a 
pastor. 
In 
this lesson we 
look into the life and experiences 
of the greatest preacher and m is­ 
sionary in the history of C hristian­ 
ity — Paul himself. He traveled, 
preached, taught, and did every­ 
thing to carry the Gospel to the 
civilized 
world of his day. 
His 
letters to the young congregations 
he 
established 
throughout 
Asia 
Minor 
and 
in 
Europe 
form 
an 
im portant part of the New T esta­ 
m ent. 
Paul had not chosen to be a 
m inister of the Gospel but he was 
brought face to face with C hrist 
and called to a different life. In­ 
stead of persecuting Christians, he 
was guided Into the entirely op­ 
posite 
path 
— 
that of 
winning 
converts to the new faith. He was 
the first to catch a 
world-wide 
vision of he C hurch’s mission. To 
help accom plish it. it was neces­ 
sary 
for 
him 
to preach to all 
m anner of men — from the hum ble 
slave to the Rom an procurator. 
“ Root Of The Problem” 
In Rom ans IO Paul goes to the 
root of the problem . “ But how are 
men to call upon him in whom 
they have not believed? And how 
are they to believe in him of whom 
they have never heard? And how 
are they to hear without a preach­ 
e r? ” The Jew s’ refusal to believe 
the Gospel was a real problem to 
Paul. But som e G entiles todav are 
just as deaf to the Gaspel as was 
Israel in Paul's day. 
Faith comes only by the preach­ 
ing of Christ. The seed m ust be 
sown by the preacher and it will 
take root if the proper conditions 
exist 
a responsive and believ­ 
ing heart. Most of the serm ons 
delivered by m inisters are sincere 
but 
no 
two 
preachers 
interpret 
God’s holy Word in exactly the 
sam e 
m anner. 
Into 
them 
are 
blended the intellect, the personal­ 
ity, and the Christian zeal peculiar 
j to the preacher himself. If he is 
well versed in the Scriptures he 
can 
lead 
his 
congregation 
into 
spiritual heights. But if he elects 
to scold and chide them for their 
wrong doina. the congregation m ay 
I se t up 
a 
cold, 
strong 
defense 
Moralizing or reproof can never 
take the place of explaining ciear- 
; ly the Gospel m essage. 
“To Cry Out” 
The Bible Is Lite written Word 
and preaching is the public pro­ 
claim ing of that Word. The word 
itself m eans “ to cry out.” The 
wonder of 
becoming 
a m inister 
of the Gospel always filled Paul 
with hum ility for he said, “ Of this 
gospel 
I 
was m ade 
a m inister 
j according 
to the 
gift of 
God s 
grace which was given me — to 
preach 
to the Gentiles 
the 
un­ 
searchable 
riches of C hrist.” 
A 
rare 
privilege 
to 
preach 
God* 
Word and win souls for Him! But 
to 
be 
a 
true man 
of God, 
a 
preacher m ust know the Bible and 
be able to use it as a good m e­ 
chanic 
knows how' 
to use 
hi* 
tools. 
“ And how can m en preach un­ 
less they are se n t?” More preach­ 
ers are needed now than ever be­ 
fore because most denom inations 
are establishing a record num ber 
of 
mission 
congregations. 
The 
shortage of m inisters is already 
critical and will become more so 
in the years ahead, for young men 
are choosing professions v'here they 
can find better financial security. 
T hat is not a consideration a t ail 
when men actually feel the call 
to preach. The press of m odern 
life drains heavily on the physical, 
m enial, and spiritual resources of 
any clergym an, He m ust be not 
only a shepherd and preacher but 
an 
adm inistrator, 
teacher, 
and 
com m unity leader. 
Responsibility 
for 
recruiting 
candidates for the m inistry should 
rest as heavily on laity as well 
as clergy. How m any council men 
are 
alert 
to 
the 
needs 
of 
the 
Church and how' m any go out of 
their 
way 
to help enlist young 
m en? E very parish has its potential 
for full-time workers in the church 
— m inisters, m issionaries, parish 
workers. 
Does the life of our congrega­ 
tions 
challenge 
young 
men 
to 
C hristian service? If Christ dwell* 
in the hearts of their m em bers 
His 
love 
will 
flow 
out 
through 
them , and they 
/iii become trui 
witnesses w’ho will, in turn, pro­ 
vide the right challenge for at 
effective m inistry.
